PREMIER ANNOUNCES. 

GOVERNMENT PLANS 



r, Balfour Accuses Ministry 
of Having Bought Irish Sup- 
port for Budget by Sacri- 
fice of Constitution 



LONDON, April 14. — Amid scones of 
intense, excitement, hardly paralleled 
sinco the Gladstonian homo rule de- 
bates, the house of commons tonight, 
by a majority of 103, recorded its ap- 
proval of the resolutions dealing with 
the veto power of the house of lords, 
and heard the premier's declaration of 
tlio policy for carrying them Into stat- 
utory effect. 

Having formally Introduced, amid 
loud cheers, his bill embodying the res- 
olutions, Mr. Asqulth said that they 
were confronted by an exceptional, and 
perhaps an unique situation. The gov- 
ernment's effective existence depended 
upon the passing of the resolutions Into 
law. If the house of lords failed to 
accept or declined to consider their pol- 
icy, the government would feel It their 
duty to advise the crown as to what 
steps were necessary to Insure tholr 
policy receiving statutory effect. It 
would not be right, he continued, for 
him to disclose the terms of that ad- 
vice, but unless the government found 
themselves in a position to give their 
policy statutory effect, they would 
either resign office or recommend the 
dissolution of parliament. But In no 
case woultt they advise dissolution ex- 
cept under such conditions as would en- 
sure In the new parliament that the 
Judgment of the people as expressed at 
the elections would bo curried Into ef- 
fect. 

The premier's statement was Inter- 
rupted by cheers and counter-cheers. 
There was much laughter from the 
Conservative benches when he said that 
he could not disclose the terms of his 
intended advlco to the king. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposition, 
rose amid a considerable uproar and 
said that the premier's important state- 
ment represented the culmination of 
long negotiations with tho Irish party. 
The Nationalists had agreed to swallow 
the budget, their aversion to which 
they had never concealed, in order to 
get home rule. The negotiations seomed 
to him to have left both parties rather 
poorer than they were, and the govern- 
ment, he declared, was paying a mon- 
strous price for the budget. Then, In 
what a position hail the premier placed 
himself. The announcement was made 
to meet certain Indefinite conditions. 
The government would suggest what 
was nothing short of destruction of tho 
constitution, beyond tho idea of duty 
as entertained by any predecessor of 
the premier, who had bought tho Irish 
vote at the price of the dignity of his 
office and its great traditions, of which 
lie. of all men, ought to bo custodian. 

The speaker having adjourned the 
house, an uproarious sceno ensued. 
There were hisses and cheers, and cries 
of "Traitor" and similar names. While 
Mr. Redmond, (he Irish leader, appeared 
to be trying to roach a Conservative 
member, who had used an offensive ex- 
pression, nothing serious occurred, but 
the demonstrations were renewed in tho 
lobbies, where the members, especially 
the Nationalists, lingered In excited dis- 
cussion until tho lights w'ere extin- 
guished. Tho Irish members appeared 
to he highly pleased witli Mr. Asquith's 
.statement. 

Earlier in Hie evening there were 
several tumultuous scenes, tho first 
arising through the efforts or the Con- 
servatives to get an amendment ac- 
cepted which would leave the House 
of Lords power to reject the Home 
Rule bill. Premier Asqulth and Mr 
Churchill both flatly declined to con- 
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sider such an amendment, which was 
negatived. • 

Then a stormy scene arose between 
Mr. Balfour and Mr. Asqulth. Tho 
premier started to make his state- 
ment of policy before the second reso- 
lution was voted on, which would 
have prevented Mr. Balfour from re- 
plying. The Opposition leader there- 
fore protested to the chairman, and 
angry recriminations passed, ending 
in victory for Mr. Balfour,, tho chair- 
man requesting Mr. Asqulth to post- 
pone his statement until later. Tho 
premier deferred to tho chairman's 
ruling, but was manifestly in ah an- 
gry mood, and a majority of mem- 
bers suffering from disappointment 
and baffled curiosity, raised shouts of 
"shame," "too bad." 

The premier's declaration is inter- 
preted to mean that in tho event of 
the House of Lords rejecting tho veto 
resolutions, Mr. Asqulth will seek 
from the King guarantees for tho cre- 
ation of a sufficient number of new 
peers to secure the carrying out of tho 
Liberal policy. 



BUILDS SKYSCRAPER 



Ten Story Office. Building to Bo 
Erected Over Vanoouvor Opera 
House. 

VANCOUVER, April 14.— The Van- 
couver opera house, the largest 
theatre in Vancouver; is to have a ten 
story stool, otlice building erected above 
it. A month ago. J. "W. Considlne, of 
Seattle, purchased the property, but 
was unable to sccuro possession be- 
cause of a lease until December, 1912, 
held by K R. Rickets. There is en- 
ough room on all sides of the opera 
house for walls, and the steel frames 
for these will be put in, and work car- 
ried to what will eventually bo the 
fourth floor of the new building. From 
there the latter will be completed im- 
mediately, and Will be ready for occu- 
pation on January 1. Two years later 
the lower floors will be installed. 



AT WINDY CITY 



Credited With Having Submit- 
ted to Interview by Enter- 
prising Reporter — May Be 
Taken With "Grain of Salt" 



CHICAGO, April 1 1.— Lord Kitchener 
of Khartoum became Kitchener of Chl- 
cugo for exactly ono hour and thirty 
minutes today. Surrendering gracefully 
to a surprise attack by a reporter who 
boarded tho train on the outskirts of the 
city, Lord Kitchener asked and answer- 
ed questions with good humor. On mili- 
tarism the general spoke guardedly, 
saying: "One must be careful when a 
thoughtless word might bo wrongfully 
taken to moan something I did not in- 
tend it to. 

"As to Canada's military future, I 
haven't visited Canada. I see no ag- 
gressiveness in tho future so far as Can- 
nda is concerned. The little navy they 
are. building up there Is only that they 
may sleep a little easier o' nights. One 
rests better with a 'hobby' walking 
around the square. I suppose they will 
some day begin to Increase tho army 
there. Just for the same reason. 

"I see no reason that international 
peace should not continue from this 
very moment. Ono never knows, how- 
ever, when something may stir up 
trouble and war does not often announce 
Itself far In advance. It always pays to 
keep one's powder dry." 

"Is that an expression of England's 
military policy," Lord Kitchener was 
asked. 

"Well. I should not put it that broad- 
ly. England is at peace with all tho 
world, but our surest safeguard of peace 
Is always to be ready. Until such time 
as some International agreement shall 
bo reached, if such there be, England 
will bo ready at all times to lend that 
influence towards peace. I think I may 
say that In a general way, without re- 
spect to my military position there." 

Asked what ho considered the chief 
factor was In international peace, ho 
said: "Food, I think food is ono of tho 
first The Panama canal has come as a 
new factor. The nation whose food 
supply is cramped is restless. It wants 
to expand. It wants what the other fol- 
low has. It was a comfort to my heart 
e.H a peace-loving man to see broad 
acres of food-producing land in this 
country, and to hear that Canada could 
duplicate It. The Panama canal was tho 
best move America ever made. It will 
bring the east and west closer together, 
and bo a big factor, not only In com- 
merce, but in tho country's military fu- 
ture." 

lie characterized tho political aspect 
of the Pacilic ocean as a hard question 
to answer. "I wish I know what tho 
future would bring forth on the Pacific," 
lie said.. "It is gratifying to us that the 
canal is being built at Panama, for that 
helps to simplify matters, but only by 
tho movoments of the future will ho de- 
cided what rytrt the raciflc will take, in 
history. My idea of tho army and navy 
of the future Is that tha navy must be 
of tho first consideration. Either In de- 
fence or offence, the navy must take the 
Initiative, but. one nation will have to 
depend on tho army before It can whip 
another. 

"My whole view of tho future Is ono 
made peaceable by forco of arms. If 
there Is an International agreement for 
peace, someone Is expected to punish of- 
fenders." 

"Did you road about Col. Roosevelt's 
speech in Egypt?' 

"Oh, my word!" ho exclaimed. Then 
he smiled. "No, I have not heard about 
It. yet," he said, and began asking ques- 
tions about Chicago. 

Hundreds of persons, chiefly English- 
men, crowded the station platform when 
Lord Kitchener arrived, and gave three 
cheers for "Kitchener of Khartoum."

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Court of Appeal Finds That it 
Cannot Hear Direct Applica- 
tions, Even Those for Writs 
of Habeas Corpus 



MATTERS MUST COME 

PROM 'LOWER COURTS 



Point Is Also Raised As to the 
Court's Power to Grant 
Leave to Appeal to Judical 
Committee of Privy Council 



VANCOUVER, April 14.—- British 
Columbia's Court o£ Appeal, with forty 
appeals before it, several on its per- 
emptory list, today wrestled with fine 
points of procedure for two hours be- 
fore it was able to reach the first up- 
peal. As a result their Lordships will 
consider and later decide whether or 
not, under their present authority, 
they have tho power to grant leave to 
appeal to the Privy Council In any 
case. 

After argument of counsel was ex- 
hausted on the second fine point, 
Chief Justice Macdonald made it plain 
that the Court of Appeal is not a court 
of original Jurisdiction, and cannot 
hear direct applications, even applica- 
tions tor orders of habeas corpus, but 
that all matters which come before it 
must come up from the lower courts. 

In the first case the widow of Dan- 
iel McKenzle will await the court's 
decision as to whether she will have 
the "court's leave to carry the long 
fought suit of McKenzle vs. Chilli- 
wack to tho law lords of the Privy 
Council, without the necessity of mak- 
ing a special application to the latter 
to that end. 

In the second case, Rhammat All, 
who today sought to make his third 
separate and successive application 
for an order of habeas corpus for his 
liberty from custody under a six 
months' sentence for theft, may ap- 
peal from the other two adverse ord- 
ers if he finds authority for such pro- 
cedure, or may repeat his application 
before other judges of the Supreme 
court. He can not make a direct ap' 
plication to this court. The appeal is 
on technical grounds, previously pub 
lished. 

A. M. Whiteside raised the point that 
bowled out Rhammat today, E. M. N. 
Woods appearing for the .determined 
Hindu. Tho Chilliwack case, In which 
the widow of the citizen who lost his 
life In the destruction of the jail by 
fire four years ago was awarded a 
verdict of $7,000, but failed upon a re- 
newed application for a non-suit, and 
again failed two weeks ago in her ap- 
peal to the court, raised for the first 
time the question of this court's right 
to grant leave to appeal to the law 
lords. 

C. W. Craig urged that tho court 
had the same power to grant the leave 
as was enjoyed by the full court of 
old. R. L. Reid, K. C, for the city of 
Chilliwack, contended that the im 
perial order In council granting that 
power to the full court had not revised 
it for the present tribunal, which, 
under the terms of the provincial act 
under which it was constituted, had 
not the power, to grant the order 
asked. 



Y EARTHQUAKES 



Thirty Shocks Felt in Costa 
Rica Within Twenty-Four 
Hours— Buildings Destroy- 
ed—People Panic Stricken 



SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, April 14— 
A scries of earthquakes varying in in- 
tensity have swept over Costa Rica 
during the past twenty-four hours, 
doing vast damage, the extent of 
which can only ' now be estimated 
at more than $1,000,000. So far thoro 
have been no reports of loss of life, 
but the people in tho cities are panic- 
stricken and are abandoning their 
homes for the hillsides. 

In all there have been more than 
thirty shocks, ten of theso occurr- 
ing between twelve o'clock last night 
and three o'clock this morning. Prop- 
erty in San Jose to the value of sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars has 
been destroyed, but it is feared that 
it will' total far more than this, as tho 
vibrations of the earth have not yet 
ceasod. Today the government or- 
idored a suspension of general busi- 
ness until 3uch time as safety Is as- 
sured. Tho banks and public Insti- 
tutions have been closed, and trado 
and commerco are at a standstill. The 
first shocks lasted only a few 
minutes, and caused llttlo alarm, but 
later thoy became much more violent 
and even the staunchest buildings 
were shaken to their very founda- 
tions. In several instances weaker 
buildings were partially wrecked and 
many persons were slightly injured. 
Communication between tho various 
towns has been interrupted and dp- 
tails of tho damage at these places 
aro lacking. 



CAUSE OF PEACE 



Lake Mohonk Conference to Be Held 
Next Month — Many Distinguish- 
ed Speakers. 

NEW YORK. April 14.— The Lake 
Mohonk conference on International 
arbitration will hold its annual meeting 
at Lake Mohonk from May 18 to May 
20. Discussion of tho court of arbitral 
justice proposed by the second Hague 
conference will occupy much of the 
time of the meeting. President Butler, 
of Columbia University, will preside. 

Among the speakers will be Senor 
Don Ignaclo Calderon, minister of Bol- 
ivia; Herman de la Gcrciantz, minister 
of Sweden; Dr. Paul RIttor, minister 
of Switzerland; Count do Buissenet, 
Belgian minister; Governor A. O. 
Eberhardt, of Minnesota; Chas. Plllus, 
commissioner of labor; President 
Emeritus Chas. W. Eliot ,of Harvard; 
President Jacob G. Schurman, of Cor- 
nell University; and Dr. Loo. S. Rowo, 
of the University of Pennsylvania. 

Delegates will bo present from some 
50 business organizations, including the 
national board of trade, the national 
association of manufacturers, and 
chambers of commerce and boards of 
trade from various cities of Canada 
and the United States. 



Philadelphia Mobs at Work 

PHILADELPHIA, April 14.— Crowds 
of sympathizers of the striking em- 
ployees of the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Company, attacked cars in 
various parts of the northern section 
of the city today, and the police had 
considerable trouble in dispersing the 
disturbers. Clubs ware freely lused, 
and in some cases policemen were 
compelled to threaten the crowds with 
revolvers. At numerous points in 
Kensington where the train stopped 
which had Mayor Reynolds on board, 
who was on a visit to that part of the 
city, he was recognized and jeered. The 
inspection trip was cut short. 
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Senators Instance Cases in 
Which Arrivals in Canada 
Had Hard Experience — New 
Bill to Make Reforms 



OTTAWA, April 14.— The bill 
authorizing the loan of $G,O0O,O00 of 
the Montreal harbor commission was 
given its second reading in the senate 
today. 

In committee on the immigration 
bill .Senator Gibson called attention to 
the case of an Englishman who came 
out and after spending several years 
in Hamilton had through his industry 
gained enough money to make a home 
and send for his wlfo and children, 
who had remained behind him in Eng- 
land. When the mother and several 
small children reached Quebec they 
were held up by the immigration 
authorities because the doctors de- 
clared that one of tho children was 
suffering from ringworm. They were 
detained there for a week, and a bill 
of fifty or sixty dollars was run up 
on account of their detention. The 
man In Hamilton was unable to satisfy 
this debt because ho had exhausted 
his funds in making his home and 
bringing his family out. The mother 
and children were, therefore, to have 
been deported, but the Hamilton, St. 
George's Society was appeal to, and 
the members of that society, knowing 
that he, Senator Gibson, had gone to 
Quebec to meet his family, wired to 
him to pay the charges so that the 
mother and children might be sent on 
to Hamilton. He had very little time, 
but undertook to do this, and only 
succeeded after much difficulty, be- 
cause ho was referred from one offi- 
cial to another, and It seemed impos- 
sible to find one who had authority 
to deal with tho case. Finally ho suc- 
ceeded, but had he not boon there, or 
had not someone else in like circum- 
stances been in Quebec this woman 
and the children would have been 
sent back by the steamer, which was 
sailing that very afternoon. He re- 
garded this as a shocking case, the 
inhumanity of which would do the 
greatest damage to the movement of 
British immigrants to Canada. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said that 
the bill contained a provision which 
would provide for such cases in the 
future, and prevent a recurrence of 
this difficulty. 

Senator Choquctte said last summer 
a vessel with sickness on board ar- 
rived at Quebec. The passengers were 
taken off at Grosso Isle, and after | 
proper time those who were not sick' 
were given a clean bill of health and 
sent up to Quebec. Fourteen of them 
were destined for the United States,) 
and tho American health olllcers 
served notice on the C. P. R. that thoy 
should have been held in quarantine 
fourteen days, and if they went for- 
ward ho would wire to have them held 
at tho international boundary. Tho 
result was that these fourteen peoplo 
were dumped down destitute on tho 
streets of Quebec. Tho agricultural 
department when appeal to said this 
was a case for the Immigration olli- 
cials, and the immigration department 
said it was for the department of 
agriculture. Officials of the White 
Star lino put those people in a car 
borrowed from the Canadian Pacific 
until tha American oillcer allowed 
them to bo sent forward. Senator 
Chocmetto thought this should not be 
repeated, and at least peoplo in such 
a case should be sent back to Grosse 
Isle. 

Sir Richard Catrwrlght said sucli 
cases were difficult to deal with.

KEEN CRITICISM 

FOR MINISTER 



Further Exposure of Transac- 
tion by Which St. Peter's 
Indians in Manitoba Were 
Virtually Robbed of Property 



RESERVE LANDS SOLD 

FOR MERE PITTANCE 

Speculators Allowed to Reap 
Large Profits by Reselling 
Lands — Minister's Failure to 
Protect Indians Condemned 



OTTAWA, April 14.— On a straight 
party vote the government defeated 
the amendment of Geo. H. Bradbury, 
condemning the administration for the 
surrender of the St. Peter's Indian re- 
serve at Selkirk. The vote stood 107 
to 57, a majority of 50, which Is the 
largest rolled up in favor of the gov- 
ernment this session. 

The vote came at the end of the 
day's heated debate, and seldom has a 
minister of the Crown been more bjt- 
terly assailed than Mr. Oliver on this 
occasion, the Opposition holding him 
directly responsibly for filching lands 
from these Indians and selling them 
at an average of $5 per acre. It was ' 
proved that these lands were imme- 
diately turned over in the majority of 
cases at enormously increased prices. 
They were within gunshot, almost, of 



thers, of West Elgin, who 'accused the 
department of Indian affairs of de- 
liberate bribery In the matter of the 
surrender, for which he held the min- 
ister directly responsible. Mr. Oliver's 
three hour apology ■cr what had tronsr 
pired was branded as; indefensible and 
pitiable, and the whole transaction 
was characterized by Mr. Crothers as 
"the greatest breach of public trust 
ever connived at by a government al- 
ready on the eve of moral bankruptcy 
and tottering to its fall." 

Mr. Crothers got into some difficulty 
with Mr. Aylesworth respecting Chief 
Justice Howell, who had taken part In 
the surrender proceedings. The man 
with the biting tongue from West El- 
gin declared that a chief justice ap- 
pointed by the government did not 
carry with him a guarantee of honesty 
or lack of partizanship. 

This, Mr. Aylesworth said was an 
injustice and a reflection on the 
bench. During the term he had held 
office he appointed four chief justices, 
and three of these had been of the 
Tory faith. He suggested that Mr. 
Crother withdraw his remarks. 

Mr. Crother stood his ground, how- 
ever, and said that his criticisms were 
not applied to any chief justice ap- 
pointed by Mr. Aylesworth. Tho 
speech of Mr. Crother was acid in its 
denunciation. 

Mr. Oliver for three hours spoke to 
prove that everything was all right 
with the transaction. Mr. Mlddleboro 
and Mr. Meighen also made effective 
speeches. 

Messrs. Molloy nnd McCraney came 
to tho defence of the minister. AVhen 
the division bolls rang at 11:30 to- 
night the Government supporters 
flocked in and supported by their 
votes Mr. Oliver'3 policy. 

Mr. Bradbury's-.resolut!on set forth, 
among other things, that tho Govern- 
ment should take all precautions to 
preserve to the Indians the full value 
and benefit of their property, admin- 
istering their affairs as a trust and 
not permitting any person to make an 
unjust profit at the expense of these 
practically helpless words of tho Gov- 
ernment. 

W. S. Mlddleboro, who followed Mr. 
Oliver, contended that tho speech of 
the minister proved conclusively that 
there was need of the enquiry for 
which the Opposition askod. Tho 
Government, as guardian of the In- 
dians, was bound to do tho best for 1 
its wards. It might, through its own 
officials, display bags of money to in- 
duce the Indians to give up their 
lands, but the Government could not 
contract itself out of Its responsibility. 
There was an abundance of evidenco 
that tho Indians had not got value for 
their lands. It was among tho best 
land in Manitoba, situated on the rail- 
way within twenty miles of Winnipeg, 
and on tho outskirts of tho town of 
Selkirk. The land was highly valu- 
able. In 1906 the department itself 
sold land in this area for $20 per aero, 
yet the St. Peter's reserve lands wore 
sold to speculators at 55 an acre. With 
all theso facts on record at tho de- 
partment, tho minister was bound to 
see that tho lands were properly valr 
tied as thoy were sold. There had 
been no petition that these lands 
should bo sold, but Mr. Oliver ncted 
apparently upon tho sole request of 
the former Liberal member for that 
constituency, Mr. Jackson. Mr. Mld- 
dleboro calculated that tho loss to the 
department had been $529,000 on the 
transaction. 

Mr. Molloy, of Provencher, in de- 
fending tho action of the department, 
argued that the prices were fair and 
just. While there was some good 
land on tho reserve there was also 
somo poor land. 

Mr. Crothers referred to the com- 
plex Indian act, which set forth that 
the Indians were tho wards of tho 
Government, but Mr. Oliver and his 
officials had, in this case, permitted 
their wards to be robbed.

Vive masons why the site selected by 
the board of .school trustees for the new 
hlBh fieliool is h'n eminently unsuitable 
one, are advanced by Aldcrmun number, 
who states that the erection of the 
school alongside the Jewish cemetery 
grounds will result In a very largo waste 
of the public funds. 

In his arguments lie compares the 
site chosen, with the location on Burn- 
side road which was favored by Trustees 
Jay and Macintosh. In the first place 
he points out thai the cost of excavating 
for structural purposes will be at least 
inu per cent, greater at the Rockland 
Park site than It would be Oil the Burn- 
side Road acreage, owing to the rocky 
formation of the former properly. To 
connect the new schoolhouse with a 
sewerage system will involve tunnelling 
through solid bed rock, Involving un ex- 
penditure of thousands of dollars. The 
nearest tire protection is at the Protes- 
tant Orphans' home at least a quarter of 
a mile distant. The cost of conveying 
building materials to the site will bo at 
least ten per cent, greater than It would 
be at the Hurnside road property. The 
nearest car line, the terminal of the 
Spring Ridge system, is throe-quarters 
of a mile from the site and there Is no 
indication of an addition to the service 
In that locality. 

Kor these reasons, as well as for oth- 
ers, which lie slates are more apparent 
still. Alderman Humber says that It 
would have been difficult for the school 
trustees to have selected a more unde- 
slreablo site for the purposes of n high 
school. The fact of the school being lo- 
cated so contiguous to the Jewish ceme- 
tery will. In the opinion of the alderman 
have a depressing effect on the children. 
The argument as to the coat of Install- 
ing a sewerage system at the new high 
school applies equally to the Installation 
of a water supply, which Alderman 
number states will cost 100 per cent, 
more than it would In the case of the 
Burnslde Road site. Referring to the 
latter he says that It Is one of the most 
desirable locations for school purposes 
In the city, and he cannot understand 
the attitude of the school board In the 
decision It has made,

Stewart, the Mining Centre on 
Portland Canal Is Rapidly 
Forging Ahead — Auction of 
Lots 



In connection with the rapid growth 
and future prospects of Stewart, the new 
city on the Portland Canal, the govern- 
ment's holdings in which are to be offer- 
ed at miction on the :ilst proximo, It is 
Interesting to note that whereas two 
years ago the "city" consisted of a sin- 
gle log shanty, occupied by two adven- 
turous prospectors, It Is today the homo 
of several hundreds, with well laid out 
streets, sewerage and electric light sys- 
tems In prospect, a chamber ot .mines 
and the potentialities of an Important 
Industrial centre. 

There is no longer any question of 
either the quality or the extent of the 
ore ln the neighboring hills, for the 
mines are turning it out In tons upon 
tons dally, and the best mining experts 
of the country have visited the district, 
investigated to their heart's content, and 
reported to their principals that the 
land Is good. 

Mr. D. D. Mann, the great Canadian 
railroad builder, was one of the first 
among the larger capitalists to investi- 
gate the possibilities of Stewart and the 
district adjacent. As ft result ho has ac- 
quired the charters of the two railways 
projected to bring the output of the 
mines of the district to ore bunkers and 
an immense smelter which he will this 
summer build at Stewart. The rails for 
these two railways, the Portland Canal 
Short Line and the Pacific Alaska rail- 
way, are already on their way to the 
new city, and construction of both lines 
Is lo be completed or very far advanced 
toward completion during the present 
season. 

In all Mr. Mann and his associates 
will Invest upwards of seven millions — 
exclusive of the capital represented by 
the mines of which they have secured 
control — in railways and terminal works 
at Stewart. It Is estimated that the ore 
bodies already located are sufficient to 
give at least one hundred years' perm- 
anency to the smelter and city. 

Of course. D. D. Mann and his experts 
may not. know, but when he and his ex- 
perts are so thoroughly satisfied with 
the proofs of the district's future that 
they rush to Invest their millions there. 
It may he taken as fairly Indicative that 
the prospects of the camp rest on a sure 
foundation. Lots ln the Stewart town- 
site are just now nnturally In great de- 
mand, a choice corner changing hands 
only a few days ago at $1,^00. The pur- 
chaser was Mr. McLaren, the Ottawa 
millionaire lumberman.

MAY BE ARRESTED 



Failure of M'inty and Clark to 

Appear at Alberta Railway 

, Investigation Is Warmly 
Commented on 



EDMONTON, April 14.— It is possi- 
ble that a warrant will lie issued for 
the apprehension of Mlnty, who in 
wanted as a witness at the A. & G. rail- 
way inquiry and who did not show up 
when the Investigation reopened yester- 
day. Mlnty Is still under subpoena, and 
If found in the province may be com- 
pelled lo attend. 

Characterizing the action of Mlnty 
as gross contempt of court and the ac- 
tion of Clarke In refusing to attend 
after declaring lie would be on bund as 
a gross breach of faith, Mr, Walsh, 
chief counsel for the Investigation, this 
morning gave a recital of various mat- 
ters which he was endeavoring to prove 
and In which the evidence of Clarke and 
Mlnty would be absolutely necessary. 
He would attempt to prove that the A. 
& G. W. railway company was a myth, 
and that the Canadian Western con- 
struction wus a myth. He would at- 
tempt to prove that of the seven mil- 
llions authorized capital, only JfiU.OOO 
was paid nominally, but that it repre- 
sented sleight of hand bookkeeping and 
that a similar amount was placed lo the 
credit of Clarke, thus balancing oil the 
account. 

Tin; contract had been made with the 
Canadian West company whereby that 
company was to construct the road. 
Me Intended to prove that the A. & 
G. W. railway had made an assignment 
to the Canadian Western company of 
the {7,100,000 now la the banks. 

Counsel present were In accordance 
with the remarks of Mr. Walsh, who 
said he would proceed with the Inves- 
tigation as far as possible without the 
presence of Clarke and Mlnty. 

J. K. Cornwall, one of the Incorpo- 
rators of the Athabasca Hallway com- 
pany, was the first witness in the main 
Inquiry. Ho related the Incidents which 
led up to his efforts to organize the 
railway company, saying that he was 
anxious to get a railway Into the north. 
The Incorporators of the company wero 
A. C. Dobell, Quebec; Isaac Darling, Ex- 
eter; Fred Boss and Senator Roy, Ed- 
monton, and Cornwall. In October, 
1S0G, Cornwnll gave an option to Faulk- 
ner of Toronto on the charter, for the 
sum of J2.S00 cash, which Cornwall 
says he received, and for the further 
sum of $2,500 cash, or that amount In 
stock, an agreement was entered Into 
on which the' syndicate was organized 
to take over the option. Cornwall held 
$2,500 stock, Hawes of Toronto ' ?1 ,20ft; 
Faulkner $1,000, R. B. Davidson $n,300> 
Sutherland $1,200, Woodman $500 and 
Boss" $100. 

Another agreement between Hawes 
and Cornwall alone was produced, show- 
ing that Cornwall was relied upon to 
get a guarantee of bonds or subsidy 
from either the provincial government 
or the Dominion, nnd in consideration 
of getting which he was to receive 
$511,000 In paid up stock of the syn- 
dicate out of a capital of $2,000,000. 
Cornwall made an effort to get local 
men interested, that their names might 
have weight in getting a guarantee.

At next Monday 
night's council moetlng Wynn Merldlthj 
the San Francisco engineering expert, 
will present an estimate of what ho will 
chargo for carrying out a hydraulic sur- 
vey of the Sooko Lake water scheme. 

Prior to Mr. Morldlth's departure for 
Vancouver ho had a lengthy conference 
with Mayor Morloy, when the latter ask- 
ed him to estimate his chargo for pre- 
senting a report as to the available 
amount of power to be devoloped from 
Sooko Lako and its value to the city, 
and also as to the possibility for any 
bettermethod of bringing tho said wa- 
ter to the city other than tunnelling 
through Sooko mountain. He was also 
asked to estimate tho cost por foot of

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NOTHING LIKE A BOOM 

Commenting upon an article In the 
Financial Post of Toronto, which feels 
called upon to warn people against 
an inflation of prices in the West, the 
Calgary Herald denies that there Is 
a boom' anywhere in this part of Can- 
ada. The Herald is right. There is 
an active demand for land, but it Is 
based upon substantial causes. Real 
estate is worth more than it used to 
uc, and for reasons that lie right upon 
the face of the facts. The farm 
lands of the Prairies command good 
prices, but not more than they aru 
actually worth. To some Eastern- 
ers the price of fruit lands in British 
Columbia scorns excessive, but when 
the value of the crop that can be 
raised from them is taken into ac- 
count, the price is seen to be only 
reasonable. City property is really 
not high anywhere In the West. W.e 
suppose the most expensive land any- 
where west of Winnipeg 5 is in parts 
cf Vancouver, "in some parts of that 
city prices aro high, too high for 
speculative purposes, perhaps, but not 
too high for investment. Many peo- 
ple forget the distinction between 
these two kinds of purchases. The 
land speculator wants to buy land 
cheap and turn it over rapidly for a 
good deal more than he paid for It. 
He could do this at one time in the 
■business centres of Winnipeg, Cal- 
gary, Vancouver and Victoria, but he 
cannot do it now, because business 
lots are held in those cities at their 
business value. To an Easterner, un- 
familiar with the progress of the 
West, such prices may ' seem, inflated, 
hut they are not; they are prices 
which will stand investigation from 
the standpoint of rental values. It 
may bo that in some eases unscrupu- 
lous men place "additions" upon tho 
market at prices that are absurd; but 
the ^existence of a. ; few such instances 
does not constitute a boom any more 
than a man with three shells, a pea 
arid a little table constitute a circus. 
We are very much inclined to think 
that the days of "Western - land 
booms" is gone. They were the" pro- 
duct of conditions that no longer ex- 
ist. It .is no longer possible to lay 
out /riH town on a sheet of paper and 
persuu'de people to' buy lots'. At least 
it cannot ibe done in the' wholesale 
way that was once possible. About 
twenty 'years a'go some people laid out 
a huge townsite - on the top of a hill 
on the north side of Gray's Harbor, 
in the State of Washington. They 
put up a number of substantial build- 
ings, they built streets and a long 
wharf. Then they photographed 
these things and proceeded to sell 
town lots all over the United States. 
Lots were sold ten miles from the 
water, in "the heart of an unbroken 
forest, where not even a surveyor had 
ever gone. It would be impossible to 
fool the people that way now, at least 
to any great extent. There are al- 
ways some people who are looking out 
for something, to be got for nothing, 
and they generally wind up by get- 
ting nothing for something; but most 
people know too much to be caught 
in any of these wild-cat land schemes. 
If anything of that kind Is being at- 
tempted In the West It is on a very 
small sale. But It is not against 
such things that tho Financial Post 
issues its warning. The inflation of 
which it speaks is not In the price of 
lots in an imaginary town, but of 
good farming lands and property In 
real towns and cities, and it is in re- 
spect to theso that we say there is 
nothing like a boom, but only that 
steady appreciation of values which is 
the legitimate outcome of Improving 
conditions and the influx of popula- 
tion. 

AN ATROCIOUS SLANDER 

G. Brown, who dates his or her let- 
ter from "Strathcona Institute, Van- 
couver," writes to the London Morning 
Leader a latter, in which these para- 
graphs occur: 

There is a great deal of what is not 
true in this matter. In the western 
country there is no demand for women 
lor housework. The work is chicily 
done by tho Chinese; and at the police 
courts out hero every morning you 
can see what some of the women who 
come out from England in this way 
are driven to do for a living. 

I pity any young girl who comes 
here from tho old country unless she 
knows -definitely where she is going. 
I hope this warning may not be with- 
out effect. 

An atrocious libel is implied in these 
sentences as well as an exhibition of 
gross ignorance or doliberato deceit. 
Tho person who says there Is no de- 
mand here for women for housework 
must either bo absolutely misinform- 
ed as to tho. facts, or is intentionally 
misstating them. There is such a de- 
mand and a very active one. No cap- 
able self-respecting girl need Jack for 
household ' employment. Tho - refer- 



ence to what is to bo soon at the police 
courts is abominable. Wo do not say 
that sometimes foolish g'Hs from the 
Unltod Kingdom or elsewhere do not 
come to harm in Western Canada; 
but we do most emphatically deny 
that this is the case to any greater 
extent in Western Canada, than any- 
where else. The Leader's correspond- 
ent Is without excuse. 



GALO 

Galo is a new . word and the namo 
of a new product made from some- 
thing as old as humanity, but with 
uses that are decidedly modern. Somo 
time ago a process was devised for the' 
manufacture . of photographic films 
from milk, and galo is apparently an 
adaptation of that. It is a preserva- 
tive for which very remarkable quali- 
ties aro claimed. If a pleco cf flesh is 
immersed for a few minutes in galo it 
is rondered apparently immune from 
decay. Quarters of beef, a carcase 
of mutton, fish , and even human 
corpses immersed in the fluid 
several months ago, are said to 
be in a perfect state of preservation, 
all of them presenting tho appearance 
of perfect fieshness. It will preserve 
wood from decay, and if applied to 
stone, brick or concreto it will prevent 
disintegration. An Associated Press 
despatch says that tho Santa Fe rail- 
way company is so impressed with the 
value of the new preservative that it 
proposes to treat its tics wjth it on a 
very extensive scale. Galo is made 
out of skimmed milk. If half what is 
claimed for It is true, the invention 
seems likely to prove exceedingly 
valuable. It could be used in so many 
ways that no one could hope to name 
them all. Further developments in 
connection with this preparation will 
be awaited with interest. Milk is a 
wonderful tiling certainly. We can 
live on it when we are young; if we 
drink it in a sour state we can, so wo 
are told, prolong our lives very ma- 
terially; and when we die we can be 
bathed in it and remain an ornament 
or otherwise to our homes for an inde- 
finite period. At the rate we will soon 
find ourselves compelled to follow the 
example of our Hindu friends and re- 
gard the cow as sacred. Of course it 
is not well to take these statements 
about galo at their faco value just yet, 
although the story told Is very cir- 
cumstantial, and if the alleged action 
of the Santa Fe railway is authentic, 
there must be a great deal of value in 
the Invention.

Joseph G. Ebersole, of Cincinnati!, 
is a genius in his way. Ho filed a 
petition in bankruptcy the other day. 
His liabilities were $1,200,000, and his 
assets $400. He ranks with the fellow 
who, when reproached for being head 
over heels in debt, said that it showed 
he had had credit. 



AN IMPERIAL ADDRESS 

Prof. F. C. de Sumichrast of Har- 
vard, addressed the Canadian Club of 
Ottawa on "Leadership of the Em- 
pire.". Wei have only_ a synopsis of 
what he said, but' gather from this 
that he took a very high ground in 
liis appreciation of imperial problems. 
He made one point, which is too often 
forgotten. When Lord Northcllffe 
was here, he and Mr. Moberly Bell, of 
the London Times, Were in conversa- 
tlon -with a Victoria newspaper man. 
and the latter said that the others 
apparently had never looked upon Im- 
perial questions from the point of view 
of the Britisher, who had never seen 
tho United Kingdom, and whose an- 
cestors for generations had lived in 
the overseas Dominions. They both 
admitted frankly that they had never 
done so, and said the views of such 
people were a factor in Imperial de- 
velopment that ought to receive groat 
weight. "To me it is a wonderful 
thing," said Mr, Bell, "that persons 
whose ancestors, for half a dozen 
generations perhaps have lived In 
the colonies, are as attached to the 
Mother Country, as proud of her in- 
stitutions and as jealous of her good 
name as if they had been born in the 
very heart of England." In this fact 
we venture to think is the real es- 
sence of British Imperialism. Some 
British writers and speakers, who do 
not appreciate the attitude of these 
sons of the Empire, are fearful of the 
future, and would hasten to cement 
the great fabric by tariff legislation: 
We do not say that such legislation 
would not be of advantage, but we do 
most emphatically say that the Em-' 
plre is held together by forces that 
are Independent of trade. Prof, do 
Sumichrast presented one aspect of 
this sentiment when he said: 

"We English should have sense 
enough to recognize that the great 
states of the Empire, with Canada in 
the forefront, while thoroughly loyal 
to the Sovereign, the (lag and the Em- 
pire, view them from a standpoint 
which is not, and cannot be, Identical 
with ours In every respect. Tho 
Canadian, tho Australasian, the Afri- 
cander, the West Indian, who is hold- 
ing up his country, must necessarily 
love that country with an intensity 
and fervor surpassing his attachment 
to the Isles of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, upon which ho may never have 
looked. He is not the less loyal to 
the Empire, because he does not feel 
towards It all the enthusiasm of tho 
original creators and their descend- 
ants, but let occasion arise, and Can- 
adian, Australasian and Africander 
unite in a strong call to the foe, 
'Hands off; we also are of the Em- 
pire." 

Ho also laid stress upon the fact 
that in Canada there are two great 
races, the English and the French. 
He reminded the English that they 
cannot expect the French to be as en- 
thusiastic, over tho Union Jack as 
they are, but lie claimed that tho 
French had on moro than one occa- 
sion shown themselves true to Can- 
ada and the Empire, and ho claimed 
that we can count upon their assist- 
ance in perpetuating British leader- 
ship throughout tho world. Ho clos- 
ed his address with these eloquent 
sentences: 

"Will that leadership pass away 
from - Britain's- ' hands? - Will ' the 



It is absurd to say, as a contempor- 
ary does, that "the Police Commis- 
sioners direct the energies of the 
police." They do nothing of the kind. 
They have no authority to do any- 
thing of the kind. They are not above 
the law in any sense of the word 
whatever. An extraordinary mis- 
conception exists as to the powers of 
police officers. These powers are very 
wide Indeed. In point of fact they can 
hardly be defined, for they are suf- 
ficiently far-reaching to meet every 
emergency that may arise for the 
maintenance of an orderly community. 
To hold the contrary Is to entertain 
an idea foreign to British institutions. 
The police are under no obligation to 
ask. any one for authority to preserve 
the peace and orderliness of the com- 
munity. They can arrost the Mayor, 
Aldermen, Polico Commissioners or 
any one else, whom they find violating 
the law, and no one bus any authority 
to interfere with them except the re- 
gularly constituted courts of the land. 



It is said that tho federal- govern- 
ment proposes to readjust the repre- 
sentation of Toronto that there will 
bo some chance of electing some Lib- 
eral candidates there at the next gen- 
eral election. Nothing can be done 
just now, nor as a matter of fact, until 
after the next census, when It Is ex- 
pected that Ontario will show a rela- 
tive Increase of population so much 
larger than Quebec that three extra 
seats can bo given to Toronto, making 
eight in all for that city Of these, it 
is supposed the . Liberals can reason- 
ably hope to carry four. There is also 
a report in circulation here, and It 
comes from Liberal sources, that after 
the next census Victoria and Esquimau 
are to be united In one riding and that 
two representatives are to be given to 
the constituency thus created. Report 
even goes so far as to name the gen- 
tleman who Is to be Mr. Templeman's 
running mate in the next contest, but 
it would manifestly bo unfair to him 
to mention his name just now. Report 
further has it that ono of the conditioiis 
upon which Mr. Templeman was per- 
mitted to retain his seat in the Cabinet 
after his defeat was that he would un- 
dertake to "redeem" Victoria. 



Mr. Fielding was asked in Parlia- 
ment if Dr. Macdonald, editor of the I 
Toronto Globe, was representative of 
the Dominion government during his | 
recent visit to Washington. Mr. 
Fielding said that he was not, although 
he added that, when Dr. Macdonald 
returned, he mentioned to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler and him that President Taft ; 
would be willing to reopen negotiations 
on tariff matters with the ministry. 
Tho ministers intimated that they 
would accept an Invitation from the 
President, and one was at once forth- 
coming. In. all this wo see nothing 
wrong. Indeed wo Jeel disposed to 
congratulate Dr. Macdonald upon his 
having made his position as' a news- 
paper man of some national import- 
ance. Incidents of this kind have a 
tendency to place Canndlan journalism 
on its proper level, and while the Col- 
onist is not always ablo to see eye to 
eye with the Globe on political ques- 
tions, it is glad to record its appre- 
ciation of Dr. Macdonnld's view of the 
scope of work and influence open to 
newspaper men. One of the most 
hopeful things in Canada is the signs 
of the passing away of that conception 
of a newspaper, which regarded it only 
as a party hack, • without opinions of 
Its own on nny subject and fearful to 
say anything until It had found out 
how some particular group of politi- 
cians would take It,

Chief Langley was' in- 
structed to havo two grey mares, which 
the nro department has for sale, Inspect- 
ed by the veterinary surgeon, and if 
these are unsuitable for the purpose ho 
was given authority to advertise in tho 
Duncan district where a number of good 
animals are known to be located. 

The members of the police force will 
be informed of the physical examination 
which Is to take place in June.

Youthful Jail Bird Wanted for 
Douglas Street Theft Is Cap- 
tured at Chemainus Yester- 
day 



Jimmy Hates, wanted for the theft of 
over $M>0 from his undo, Georgf) Lund, 
of Douglas street, was arrested at Che- 
mainus last night and will bo brought to 
Victoria today to await his trial. Tho 
capture was effected by Provincial Con- 
stable Halhead and was traceable to tho 
description given of the youth in yes- 
terday morning's Colonist. 

Yesterday morning a telephone mes- 
sage was received at the detective de- 
partment saying that a youth, answering 
the description of Jimmy Bates, had on 
Sunday last attempted to enter the 
hunting shack occupied by Leon Cam- 
susa at the Seventeen-Mile Post. On be- 
ing accosted by one of the occupants ho 
slated that he was hungry and wanted 
some food. Eatables were furnished to 
him and bofore leaving ho offered to 
pay, but the money was refused and lie 
left in a northerly direction, with this 
Information in their possession tho local 
detectives telephoned to Duncan and 
Chefnainiis and other points along the E. 
& N. railway and in the course of the 
day the reply was received that tho 
yoiith wanted had spent Tuesday night 
at Duncans and had left yesterday morn- 
ing, evidently on his way to Chemainup, 
Tho services of the Provincial police 
wero enlisted with the result that he 
was captured on arriving ut Chemainus. 

When arrested Bates had the sunt of 
$•100 in his possession. Tho amount 
stolen from the Douglas street residence 
was $616. A reward of $r,n was offered 
for tho apprehension of tho youth, who 
Is now In custody at Chemainus. 
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Attorney General Grants Per- 
mission to Vancouver Au- 
thorities to Prosecute Firm 
for Infringing Sunday Law 



Attorney-General Bowsor yesterday 
lssuod his flat to tho civic authorities of 
A r ancouver to prosecute Charles C. 
Moore & Co., tho San Francisco en- 
gineers and contractors engaged in tho 
erection of the British Columbia Electric 
Railway Co.'s now plant and 200-foot 
chlmnoystack at the foot of Barnard 
street, A'ancouvor, for violation of tho 
Dominion of Canada Lord's Day act. 

Roprasentatlons havo boen mado to tho 
department that these contractors have 
been persistently and unnecessarily vio- 
lating tho sanctity of the Canadian Sun- 
day, and tho province will thus assist 
tho city In pressing for a conviction and 
the punishment of tho offending firm. 

Incidentally, tho caso gains especial 
interest through tho circumstance that 
J. R. Atchison, representative of Moore 
& Co., on tho work, had retained as logal 
advisers Messrs. Bowser, Reid & AVnll- 
brldge, in which firm Attorney-General 
Bowser is senior partner. Upon thiB 
fact and an alleged boast by Atchison 
that tho city "would bo n long time get- 
ting a flat to procoed against him," the 
A'ancouvcr Dally World, of which Mayor 
Taylor Is editor and principal proprietor, 
had launched what seemed to bo a very 
pretty little political scandal. 

The caso Is one, in tho light of infor- 
mation submitted to the department, 
Hon. Mr. Bowser explained to tho Col- 
onist yesterday, wherein no necessity 
can bo consistently urged in justification 
of the prosecution of work on tho Sun- 
day, in antagonism to the accepted pol- 
icy of tho provlnco and to tho offence of 
a vory considerable portion of the com- 
munity. 

Somo little time ago, when the erec- 
tion of the power plant at the foot of 
Barnard street was first taken in hand, 
a deputation from tho Lord's Day Alli- 
ance waited upon Hon. Mr. Bowser and 
represented to him that the sanctity of 
the Sunday was being wantonly and un- 
necessarily violated by Unitod States 
contractors engaged upon tho work. The 
minister was asked to inltlato prosecu- 
tions, or in any event to acquiesce In 
such proceedings being taken, as requir- 
ed under tho law. Tho reply was that 
the authorities of A r ancouver were those 
to proporly take proceedings, and that 
when application for permission to pro- 
secute came from these authorities, it 
would obtain Immediate consideration. 

This application has only Just como to 
hand — and been immediately acknow- 
ledged. 



FEARS SAFETY 

OF C. SPRING 



Victorian -Left Victoria on a 
Launch Cruise of West 
Coast Some Two Months 
Ago — No News Received 



Fears arc expressed by relatives and 
friends of Charles Spring, of this city, 
who left here on a launch cruise of 
the AVcst Coast about January 1st, 
looking for oyster beds, as to his safe- 
ty. 

No word of him has been received 
in that period. Somewhere around 
that date news reached Victoria that 
he had arrived at Pender Island with- 
out misadventure and that it was his 
plan to set sail on a trip among tho 
islands and along the coast. 

AVhile Mr. Spring was a seaman of 
ability, and, having been born and 
bred in the North Pacific and since 
youth engaged in maritime pursuits, 
must have boon fully aware of the 
treachery of those waters, it is 
thought that he may have been caught 
in some storm and como to grief. In 
no other way can his anxious frl&jids 
account for the long silence. 

The son of Capt. Spring, the first 
man to engage successfully in the 
sealing industry In British Columbia 
and the lirst man to employ white 
men as hunters for seals in Bering 
Sea, Mr. Spring was early identified 
with that vocation. Just before the 
captain died he had made arrange- 
ments to send out two schooners, one 
with white hunters and tho other with 
Indians, for the purpose of making 
comparisons as to the relative merits 
of the two kinds of crows. It was 
left to Charles to carry out his 
father's programme a year later. He 
sent out the Mary Ellen, Capt. Dan 
McLean, with white hunters, and tho 
Favorite, Capt. Alex. McLean, with 
Indians. The final result showed but 
little difference. 

Mr. Spring carried on the business 
for years, eventually retiring and en- 
gaging in various pursuits, tho ma- 
jority of which wcro of a seafaring 
character. He has a wife and family 
residing on Belleville street.

There is oik; woman in tlie world 
whom the wisest of men delight to 
1 honor. Working- with her luinband, 
■ she made the greatest acientlflo dis- 
covery of modern times and, continu- 
ing the labors which they pursued to- 
1 ge'thor, sho has found a substance of 
j which the value is not yet known. 
I Yel Madame Curie lias in her nature 
] no trace of personal vanity. Diogenes 
I himself was not more impatient of 
j the gaze or the curious than is the 
discoverer of milium, that mysterious 
substance which has disproved many 
or the theories of scientific men, 

Yet, perhaps, from the very diffi- 
culty of understanding or sympathiz- 
ing with her work, there Is groat curi- 
osity concerning this woman who toils 
j with an utter self-forgetfuhiess which 
is almost as rare as her genius for 
scientific Investigation. In spite of 
the rebuke which is contained In her 
words, "Our discoveries arc Interest- 
ing — not our personalities. Not the 
worker, but the fruit of the work, de- 
serves attention," attempts are con- 
stantly made to see Madame Curio 
and to learn from her the story of 
her life and work. In the "Lady's 
Realm" for April there is an interest- 
ing, article, whih gives some Informa- 
tion about this greatest of woman 
workers. 

Madame Curio is in her forty-fourth 
year and is a Pole by birth, her maid- 
en name being Marie Sklodowsha. 
She belonged to a talented family 
and began to study science in her na- 
tive city or Warsaw. She went to 
Paris to continue her studies, and 
there met Pierre Curie, who, like her- 
self, worked in the laboratory of Pro- 
fessor LIppman. In 1895, at the age 
of twenty- eight, the Polish girl mar- 
ried the eminent Frenchman, who, 
though only thirty-seven, had won 
recognition from the scientltlc world. 
The dream of the couple was to live 
I and work together, and Its realization 
I brought a happiness and success 
vouchsafed to few. Two little girls 
blessed their union and brought into 
their lives that tenderness and hu- 
man interest which was needed to 
prevent their complete absorption Iti 
the work of scientific research. 

it was in the eighth year of their 
married life that the discovery of ra- 
dium drew the eyes of all the world 
to the laboratory where Professor 
Curie and Ids retiring wife labored. 

Lord Kelvin invited Curie to speak 
before the Royal Institute, and his 
wife was asked to take her place by 
his side us ills associate in the dis- 
covery of radium. Together they 
were the next year honored by re- 
ceiving the Nobel prize. It is said 
that the actual discovery was made 
by the wife, but she refused to sign 
the books and reports which gave a 
record of their investigations, prefer- 
I ring that her husband alone should 
do so. 

For three years longer their work 
went on quietly. A second baby was 
born, to be the pet and companion of 
I the little girl of whom they were both 
I so proud. She was not yet two years 
I old when a sad accident deprived I 
Madame Curie of her husband and left 
her children fatherless. 
! In sp.'te' of his eighty-two years, 
j Lord Kelvin made the Journey to 
J Paris to comfort the poor woman 
I whose great loss none better than the 
old scientist understood. AVtis It he, 
one wonders, who suggested that the 
stricken widow should go on with the 
work alone in which her husband had 
been the leader and director? 
Whether the suggestion came from 
her old friend or not, this wns what 
Madame Curie did. For four years 
now she has worked alone and a few 
days ago the telegrams told us that 
her unwearied industry had been re- 
warded by a fresh discovery. Po-

Ionium, the substance of which the 
telegram spoke, has been named by 
Madame Curie in honor of her native 
land, whose love still lingers in her 
heart. 

After the death, of. her. husband 
Madame Curie was offered the pro- 
fessorship In physics and In radioac- 
tivity in the University of Paris, 
which was left vacant by his death. 
Sho accepted it, and the great hall in 
the Sorbonne could not hold all the 
people who wished to listen to the 
lecture of the first woman to be so 
honored by the French nation. 

But It is snid that the memory of 
her husband is never absent from 
Madame Curio's mind, and that her 
face is a very sad one. Her unre- 
in tttent labor has left Its traces upon 
her, and her form is bent and her 
brow furrowed. For what the world 
calls amusements she has no time to 
spare. As soon as iter work Is over 
she hurries to the country home 
where her two little girls, Irene and 
Eve, the one twelve and the other six, 
with their aged grandfather, Doctor 
Curie, await her. No. social detrac- 
tions are allowed to interfere with her 
devotion to tin- little girls whom sho 
loves passionately. Rut, if, to the 
world of fashion and gaiety she seems 
cold, the. bewildered, fellow-student 
finds in her a ready guide, and she 
can always find time to help one who 
comes from the land whose misfor- 
tunes and wrongs she has never for- 
gotten. 

There must be among her neighbors 
or associates some who are admitted 
to Intimacy with the woman ' Who 
works so hard and bears her troubles 
so bravely. Such an one Is to be en- 
vied, for she is not only a talented 
but a very affectionate woman. 

".Madame Curie," says the writer in 
the Realm, "is among the great of this 
world, and the great are those who 
pay for their achievements with their 
lives. She has had the Immense and 
inestimable satisfaction of being the 
author of one of the most valuable 
discoveries which, .has occurred in the 
evolution of science, and she has paid 
heavily for that. r jirlyllege. And she 
does not hesitate to continue the sacrl- 
lice. Not content with having mere- 
ly brought her discoveries into the 
world, as it were, Madame Curie 
wishes to guide and follow their de- 
velopment and application so far as it 
lies in her power to do so. Her hus- 
band seems to have left his interrupt- 
ed task for her to complete, and this 
duty she will fulfil to the last limits 
of lier possibilities with that consci- 
entiousness and courage which she 
has ever evidenced and which is 
nothing less than heroic." 

Dr. Matthew, of Seattle, has bitterly 
Offended the suffragists of that city 
It appears that for some time he has 
introduced Into his sermons allusions, 
not complimentary, to those women 
who think that the country would be 
better governed if women were al- 
lowed to help in choosing its legisla- 
tors. Hut tlie cup of bis Iniquity was 
full when, a few days ago, he alluded 
to the suffragists us "freaks." 

Mrs. George A. Smith, a Seattle wo- 
man, who has the courage of her opin- 
ions, denounces Dr. Matthews' course 
in unsparing terms in a long letter to 
the Post-Intelligencer. The controv- 
ersy between the popular preacher and 
the prominent leader of the suffragists 
of Washington will, no doubt, be 
watched with much Interest if not edi- 
fication by the people of Seattle. 

The time has long gone by when any 
man who valued his reputation for 
knowledge or intelligence would say 
that the desire of women to gain tlie 
franchise was the mark of a "freak." 
In most civilized countries women 
Whose ability and sanity are not to lie 
called In question have claimed the 
right or women to the privileges of | 
the ballot and argued that Its exercise 
would contribute to tlie benefit of | 
mankind. That in this they are mis- 
taken may fairly be argued. It seems 
a pity that any of the ladles who have 
the cause of woman suffrage at heart, 
should allow themselves, because of 
tlie use by one of their opponents of a 
foolish and opprobrious epithet to be 
drawn into a heated personal con- 
troversy. The admission of the wo- 
men of a state or ofia nation to the 
number of Its voters Is a great change, 
and the question of its wisdom Is one 
that calls for earnest thought and sober 
discussion. 

It would seem that the efforts of wo- 
men should rather be directed towards 
the education of their sex in the duties 
that would devolve upon them and the 
responsibilities they must bear If they 
possessed the ballot, than to forcing the 
politicians to suddenly Increase the 
great body of ignorant voters who now 
exercise the franchise 1 . If women, as 
a class, were fit to vote, the hasty ut- 
terances of platform speakers could 
well be Ignored. 

The city council of Seattle have, 
under consideration two measures in- 
tended to secure the wholesomencss of 
the food purchased by the residents 
of that city. While the federal gov- 
ernment of the United States, like 
that of Canada, has the duty of guard- 
ing the purity of the food so far as Its 
manufacture is concerned, the city 
must see that it is not allowed to be 
contaminated while exposed for sale or 
being delivered to the consumers. There 
Is great room for improvement in this 
respect in our own city. There is 
much of our food that In the summer 
season may he contaminated by dust 
and flies, not to speak of the soiled 
fingers of those who handle it.

Langford Wins Yesterday's 
Heavyweight : Battle With 
Ease, Outboxing His Oppon- 
ent—Clever Ring Tactics 



LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 14— In 
a fight which demonstrated anew tho 
ability of Sam Langford, of Boston, 
and added to tho reputation of Jim 
Barry, of Chicago, only for gameness 
and ability to stand punishment, tho 
Boston "Demon" sent his white an- 
tagonist to the mat for the final count 
in tho sixteenth round at Vernon 
arena today. 

It was a- vicious go from start to 
finish, with tho negro well in the load 
after the first six rounds. After tho

COAL OPERATORS 



Propose That Miners Refuse to 
Work for Firms Outside As- 
sociation — Wage Confer- 
ences May Prove Successful 



CHICAGO, Aprli 14.— A tentative 
agreement granting the closed shup to 
the operators was discussed today be- 
tween the coul minors and operators ot 
Illinuia at the sessions of the dolnt scale 
committee. A secrot vote Is said to 
have resulted In tho agreement of tho 
minora not to work for coal shipping 
firms which remain outside tho Illinois 
Coal Operators' association. Fooling 
ran high during the meeting, as every 
militant- miner opposed the granting of 
the closed shop to the operators. While 
today's vote is official, it Is said the 
question will be reopened. The opera- 
tors declared that they will not retreat 
from their demand for (he "closed shop" 
extension to their agreement. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 14. — Tho sec- 
ond day of tho wage conference between 
the scale committee of the Pittsburg- 
Coal Operators' association and district 
number llvo. United Mine Workers of 
America, opened today with a possible 
agreement between the operators and 
coal diggers In sight. It Is reported 
that, the miners have withdrawn from 
tholr arbitrary stand on the powder 
question, and the operators have already 
agreed to a general 5 per cent, increase 
In wages. The signing of the now two 
years' wage scale Is now but a question 
of hours, it is said. 

AI.TOONA, April 14, — Tho wage 
scale committees of the coal operators 
and miners of tho Central Pennsylvania 
bituminous district worn in session most 
of the day. The arguments at tho con- 
ference related to the question of arbi- 
tration and tho merits of the demand 
for an advance In wages. The operators 
deny that they have acceded to the de- 
mand for an advance in wages, but 
stand - on a proposition that tiiey will 
pay tho same as the Berwind-White 
company, which means an advance of 
about 5 per cent.

Sill Introduced in Nova Scotia 
Legislature' After Revision 
by Committee— Payment on 
Death of Injury of Employee 



HALIFA, April 14— The workmen's 
compensation act was brought down 
In the Kouso today. Tho report of 
the special committee In charge of tho 
workmen's compensation act reported 
thrdugh its chairman. 

Mr. Armstrong was constrained to 
remark that it was only a compensa- 
tion act. The Dominion Coal Com- 
pany, the Dominion Iron and Steel 
Company, tho Acadia Coal Comuany 
and the Nova Scotia Coal and Steel 
Company, having relief societies, 
their men are exempt. 

Mr. Mader of Lunenburg moved an 
amendment to exempt bank and shore 
llshermen, lobster factories, and the 
lumber industry, both ' in forest and 
mill. In regard to small employers 
the number of employees- necessary 
to come under- the act is placd at ten. 

In the clause relating to longshore- 
men the words "loudlng and unload- 
ing a vessel" are added and the word 
"factories" will Include "dock, wharf 
or buildings thereon," the word ware- 
house being struck out. This will, it 
is contended, meet the views of the 
Halifax longshoremen. 

The term "workmen" under the act 
will not Include any person earning 
a salary of $1,200, the committee be- 
ing of the opinion that such a person 
is well able to look after his own 
insurance. Where the words "wilful 
conduct" occur, the words "or drunk- 
enness" are added. The miners' and 
steel workers' relief societies are ex- 
empt, as already stated. Tho amend- 
ed bill makes'provislon for their com- 
ing in under the act at any time they 
should so desire. Tne act <v to go In 
force January 1st, 1911. The' maxi- 
mum death claim Is placed at $1,500 
and the minimum at $1,000. The an- 
nual payment for accident Is* placed 
at $7 per week. The amount In tho 
original draft was $5. 

The prohibition measure will be up 
for discussion tomorrow. Attorney- 
General Maclean will likely make the 
government speech for the bill, if 
Premier Murray is still unable to at- 
tend the House,

Economy of Steam at Minos. 
At the February meeting of the In- 
stitution of Mining and Metallurgy a 
lengthy paper was presented by W. A. 
Maclcod entitled "The Surface Conden- 
ser In Mining Power Plant." The au- 
thor described tho pluut and tho experi- 
ments In connection therewith >t the 
Brilliant Bxtendod mino at Charters 
Towers, Queensland. At a mine tho 
power plnnt always has an Intermittent 
load. The alr-comprossors and dynamos 
take constant quantities of steam but 
the wlnditig-englues arc Intermittent 
and Irregular In their requirements. 
Hence tho plan Is to use non-condens- 
ing engines. The nuthor in his paper 
shows how to use a surface-condens- 
ing plant to advantage under these cir- 
cumstances, and ho also discusses tho 
effect of hot climate and high altitudes 
on the working of such a plant. In Eu- 
rope the question of utilizing Irregular 
supplies of exhaust steam Is being at- 
tacked from another point of view. At 
many collieries the exhaust steam from 
the winding-engines Is used to drive low 
pressure steam-turbines, such a system 
being made possible by the recent in- 
vention of an effective accumulator 
which supplies a steady stream of 
steam to tho turbines from three Inter- 
mittent sources. It is believed that 
this utilization Is more economical than 
: the action of surface-condensers, though 
I how such turbines will answer In hot 
climates and high altitudes remains to 
be seen.

Further, It has been arranged 
that tho leading engineering •'■associa- 
tions, such as tho Institution of Civil 
Engineers and tho Institution of Metal- 
lurgy, should appoint representatives on 
the governing body of the Cornish con- 
solidated school. Thus a thoroughly 
representative body of men is placed in 
control. The predominant partner Is 
tho Camborne School of Mines, to the 
success of which Mr. J. J. Berlnger has 
so largely contributed, both by his abil- 
ity ns a teacher and by his. character 
as a man. For reasons of health ho 
would be glad to lighten his labors, but 
with a singleness of purpose and an un- 
selfish enlightenment fully In keeping 
with his entire career, he is willing to 
start tho new work and to aid whom- 
ever the governors may appoint to the 
post of principal.

WIRELESS BROUGHT , 

RANGER TO RESCUE 



Passengers and Crew Taken 
I Off After Spending Night on 
•' Board Wrecked Vessel 
; While Tug Stood By, 



Tho steamer Santa Clara owned by 
the North Pacific Steamship Company 
struck the Humboldt bar while cross- 
ing out from Eureka, California, on 
Wednesday and was abandoned at 
sea off Table Bluff after tho water 
flooding into tho vessel overcame the 
pumps. 

' Sixty-one passengers and the crew 
■\vero taken off by the " tug Ranger, 
Which stood by the wreck vessel all 
night, and took off the survivors yes- 
terday morning. The Santa Clara was 
6h her thirteenth voyage when she 
put to sea on tho 13th from Eureka. 
The bar was breaking heavily, and the 
steamer struck heavily. Ca.pt. O. 
iJoren ordered an examination at once, 
and it was found that water was 
flooding in. It was then anticipated 
that the pumps would keep down thai 
inflow, but it was found after tho ves- 1 
sel had proceeded several miles down i 
rhe coast, ihat het seams had open-rO, 
a^id tfcv captain decided tc run bo *\ 
to Eureka. Heavy seas and head 
winds encountered when the Santa 
Clara was put about, however, in- 
creased the leaks, and soon tlie flood- 
ing was so great despite arduous work 
at the pumps that the fires were ex- 
tinguished and the englneroom and 
fireroom crews were driven from be- 
low. The anchors wijrc dropped then, 
dhd all wt ltd for assistance for 
Which wireless messages had been 
sent. 

'" Meanwhile the stewards comforted,' 
the passengers while tho crew cleared 
away the boats, and made ready for 
abandoning tho wrecked vessel. The 
tug Ranger was sent from Eureka in 
response to the wireless messages | 
asking for assistance, but owing to the; 
heavy sea running it was impossible 
for the passengers and crew' to be| 
transferred. The Ranger passed a line| 
to the Santa Clara and stood by 
throughout the night — a most uncom-j 
fortable night for those on the wreck- 
ed vessel — and when tho sea went 
down yesterday morning the ship's 
company was transferred. The 
Ranger took all hands to Eureka, 
where they were landed yesterday 
morning. The crew numbered 25 and 
the passengers 61. Charles P. Doe, 
one of the owners in the North Pacillc 
Steamship Company, was among the 
passengers. When last sighted the 
Santa Clara was very low in the water, 
with seas breaking over her decks, 
and It was anticipated that she would j, 
sink. •

CITY N'OT CONCLUDED 



Charles T. Battelle of Seattle,' Who

, The proposed sale of tho Rupert 
City to Charles T. Battelle, manager 
of the Washington Navigation com- 
pany, which has not yet incorporated, 
i$ off. Mr. Battelle has failed to pay 
over the $10,000 cash required as first 
payment on tho $75,000 stipulated for 
the vessel, and the transaction for the 
present is a closed incident. 

It was reported yesterday that Mr. 
Battelle had given a New York draft 
for the $10,000 and that payment on 
tlie same was refused on presentation. 
Mr. Battelle said he had personally 
stopped payment on the draft for suf- 
ficient reasons which ho did not care 
at this time to disclose. He declared, 
however, that he had not given up his 
plan to ultimately buy the vessel. "Wo 
shall run a special excursion on the 
Rupert City to the Jeffries- Johnson 
prize fight, at San Francisco, July 4," 
said he, "starting from Vancouver. 
After the fight the boat will be placed 
on a new run 'between San Pedro, 
Manzanillo and way ports, and the 
boat will be in tho plan of communica- 
tion between a rail and water route." 

Surtees Hope, broker, who con- 
ducted tho negotiations between Mac- 
kenzie Bros., of Vancouver, owners of 
the boat, and Mr. Battelle, said that 
the Rupert City had not been sold, but 
declined to give details as to how the 
deal fell through. Our first payment 
of $10,000 was to be cash, and the 
proposition is still open to Mr. Bat- 
telle," he said, "and when he pays 
over the money tho boat is his."

ANONYMOUS WRITER 

PLEADS FOR RECALL 



Letters Received From the Govern- 
ment Steamer Quadra Protest 
Against Inactivity. 



There Is amusement on the water- 
front over the receipt of a number of 
anonymous letters, the majority re 
celved by local politicians, dated from 
the C. G. S. Quadra, now at Prince 
Rupert, in which tlie writer' makes a 
heartfelt plea that the steamer be 
recalled as tho inactivity is becoming 
too monotonous, even for one long in 
the government's employ. The Quadra 
left here many weeks ago, and went 
to Triangle island and then to Prince 
Rupert. She was expected back a week 
ago. Meanwhile, according to the 
writer, the lighthouse tender is in 
active. The anonymous letter writer 
says the crew "are heartily sick of 
leafing, and went to get back to Vic- 
toria." He says: "We have nothing 
to do but to look" at each other and 
•smoke; so for goodness sake have us 
recalled." Tlie identity of tho writer 
has not been learned. 

Capt. Gaudin, agent of marine, also 
received a letter purporting to come 
from the Quadra beseeching that lie 
recall the vessel, couched in similar 
language to the others received here, 
and lie has forwarded it to Ottawa. 

Tlie Quadra left Victoria seven weeks 
ago, and took men and supplies to 
Triangle Island. She was detained 
there for about twenty days, bad 
weather interfering with landings, and 
then proceeded to Prince Rupert and 
vicinity to relight somo buoys. No 
word has been received from the ves- 
sel since April 7th, when she reported 
that her work was about completed.

WHALE RAMMED 
THE AMASIS 



Collided With - Kosmos Liner 
Now at Outer Wharf When 
Fighting With Swordfish 
And Thrasher off Flattery 



The German steamer Amasls, % Capt. 
C. Voti. Appen, of the Kosmos line, 
reached the outer wharf yesterday 
morning to land 225 tons of general 
merchandise, including another ship- 
ment' of welded steel pipe for the city, 
from Salina Cruz, to which port It 
was brought by way of Harrison 
liners and the Tchuantepec railroad. 
The German steamer had 1,000 tons of 
cargo from Salina Cruz, including 300 
tons for Vancouver and 200 tons for 
Nnnaimo. - . - /• 

Included in the Ibg.'of the Amasls Is 
a whale story telilng of how a big 
mammal rammed the Kosmos liner. 
Goaded to madness in a supreme ef- 
fort to escape onslaughts of a thrash- 
er and swordfish which has fiercely 
attacked It, a fifty-foot whale batter- 
ed itself to death against the hull of 
the Amasls near Cape Flattery. "Ac 
cording to accounts of those who ar 
rived on tho Amasls and the steam 
ship's log, tlie ocean tragedy took plnce 
at 4:30 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
shortly after the* liner had passed the 
Flattery rocks. t 

The whale apparantly had been 
fighting long and lustily for its life 
against its traditional enemies. Great 
streaks of mammalian blood outlined 
a scarlet trail along the green waters 
of the coast, where its herculean 
struggle had taken place. 

It was only when the whale became 
exhausted and blinded by the flerc 
battle that he sped headfirst against 
the steel hull of the oncoming sten 
shl]). Captain Carl Von Appen, First 
Officer Adoiph Werdt, and Surgeon 
Lang, of the Amasls saw the whale 
crash against the liner and as his body 
sank beneath tlie water, it ' could be 
seen that the mammoth's head had 
been crushed in by the force of the 
collision. As the whale vanished be- 
neath the water, thrasher and sword- 
fish swam through the bloody water 
and disappeared. Several on the liner 
gave It as their opinion that as the le- 
viathan, weakened in the struggle, felt 
his life fast ebbing, he made one des- 
perate attempt at self-destruction 
rather than be tortured to death by 
his enemies of tho deep. 

Officers of the Amasls bring word 
that tho revolutionary party in Nicar- 
agua has entirely collapsed and that a 
serious attempt at establishing stable 
government in the Central American 
republic now is being undertaken. Five 
United States war vessels at present 
are in Central American waters. At 
Corinto, the officers say, so little la- 
bor was forthcoming that it became 
necessary to employ soldiers of the 
provisional government to help un- 
load the cargo of the Amasis. Sol- 
diers wore paid for this work, and, ac- 
cording to the officers, when the men 
saw their wages In gold, some cried 
like children. They said that no pay- 
ments had been made to them for 
many months. 

Victoria is tho 45th port of call for 
the Amasls since leaving Hamburg. 
She took a good cargo from Germany 
to South American ports, and brought 
nitrates, coffee, etc., north. South 
bound, tho Amnsls Is expected to load 
a large amount of wheat for Mexico. 



POACHING SOHOON'ERS 

S OLD A T AUCTION 

United States Marshal Sells the Jap- 
anese Soalers Kinsei Maru and 
Sakai Maru. 



The sale took place at Ounalaska on 
Tuesday of the seized Japanese seal- 
ing schooners Sakai Ma'ru and KlniHcl 
Maru No. 2, and tho sealskins on board, 
41G on the former and 241 on the lat- 
ter. Tho vessels and their equipment 
and catches were sold by the United 
States marshal at Dutch Harbor. Tho 
two schooners were captured when 
raiding at the Prlbyloff Islands two 
seasons ago, the Kinsei Maru being 
faked with papier macher fiwinel and 
yards and painted white to represent 
a United States revenue cutter. The" 
slipped in under cover of fog to the 
seal Islands, and sont their boats 
ashore. Tho U. S. Perry happened to 
bo in the vicinity, and tho two schoon- 
ers were seized, and their crews im- 
prisoned.

CHICAGO GRAIN MARKET.

CHICAGO, April 14. — The late break 
in May wheat was to 109, that month 
closed with only a fractional rnlly 
with 1% cent loss for the dny. There 
was heavy liquidation In May at times 
and brokers reported one house as sell- 
ing a million bushels and buying n sim- 
ilar lino of Soptomber at ten cents dif- 
ference.

Tho market had frequent 
quick rallies of % cent or more, but 
on each dip went lower than before 
until July touched 102% and September 
99%. Both tho new crop months made 
fairly good recoveries tho last half hour, 
July closing a split under 103 and tho 
September up very close to 100% ngain, 
tho late months only about Vi net loss 
for the day. 

Corn — Corn Closed at about % not 
gain over last prices yesterday. Ob- 
servers of the quotations during the day 
would get a much more bullish idea 
of the market, because there was an 
early dip in tho May to 58 nnd in July 
of % cents and the close wns near tho 
top. At times during the day thero was 
a rumor of large working of corn for 
eastern shipment but tho only business, 
confirmed at tho close was 62,000 bush- 
els. It will require material Improve- 
ment in the cash situation to justify a 
permanent gain in futures. 

Oats — Bear leaders were busy cover- 
ing May and July. The early months 
sold over 43 cents at tho best point 
and July at 40%. Cash oats ruled 
higher. Estimated for tomorrow but 83 
curs. Shipping business was reported 
at 189,000 bushels, 

Provisions — There was another vio- 
lent break In pork prices today. May 
sold off to $21.90 and July closed to 
$22.00. . Thero was a recovery of 30 
cents for both months at the close and 
a decline for the day of something like 
20 conts. Lard and ribs ruled moder- 
ately lowor most of the session but 
both products showed a strong rally 
on latetrading and closed at small late 
gains over yesterday.
